| It frequently! falls to a woman's lot 
to traip a willing servant into the ways 
pof—her—home amd -sometimes_into the 
| Ways of serving. The iinportant thing 
is not to attempt too much at once. 
Take one setting of the table and the 
serving, and by repetition and freqrent 
| lessons have the inaid master this. Im- 
| press on her mind the importance of 
the mechanics of serving The most 
| inexperienced will soon acquire efi- 
clenecy in placiug the silver, glasses, 
etc., correctly. .
